Monday—At 9 o'clock I am in Calicut; it 
has taken just fourteen hours to traverse 
Pi miles. No, no wreck, no holdup, the 
cylinder did not blow out, and there was no 
shortage of fuel or water. That is just a 
ample of the speed of an ordinary South 

Indian passenger train. 

After a breakfast of coffee, one piece of 
toast, and two tropical (rank) eggs. of ee 
se of marbles, I set out in a „ jutka, 5 
crazy affair of two seats, to see the 3 
which I did in three hours, and at noon I 
was off again, and am now bound for Trichi- 
nopoly. 

The Malabar coast, of which Calicut (our 
word calico comes from the stuff they used 
to make here) is the capital, is occupied by the 
Malayalam branch of the Dravidians, as dis- 
tinguished from the Tamil and Telegu. A 
treat difference is seen in their costumes the 
moment one enters their territory. The 
women are naked above the waist and their 
loin skirt is white, and in their ears are great 
plugs or rings like the ancient Ohio mound 
copper rings. The men wear their hair short 

aal around the head except on top; there it 
grows long and is made into a big coil which 
lolis down over in front of one ear. 


‘Calicut Seems Half Dead. 
Calicut itself seems sleepy and half deed, 
for cholera is raging and many shops are 
shut up. It is pretty along the sea front. 
No sign of a harbor and but a single steamer 


gut. Nearer shore were two or three sailing 
hips, and cler in many curious native craft, 


built up by planks sewn on as in a Samoan 
canoe. 

IL saw being built a great native craft which 
looked like Columbus’ Santa Maria. I saw 
them making ropes and ships’ cables and 
fine blocks and tackles of hardwood, all in 
the most primitivé way. The bazaars were 
‘uninteresting, filled with the cheapest and

Primitive Methods in Use. 

As I rode south, along the coast, I noticed 
that the whole life was tropical—palms, 
palms everywhere, and rice fields. I saw 
them plowing with a crooked stick, har- 
rowing "’ with a club, making holes with a 
Stick, dropping seed by hand, and cutting 
rice with a tiny sickle. People everywhere, 
but no villdges; the houses are scattered 
here and there through the palm groves. 

Many of the palm trees, up to about one- 
third of their height, were covered with a 
protective work to keep down the maraud- 
ing toddy cats,” or civets, which steal the 
palm juice, which is made into wine. I saw 

ma ack trees with enormous fruits over 
af ng. The markets were full of man- 
goes, and cocoanuts abound everywhere. The 
men in the fields. wear great, curious um- 
brella hats of palm lee ves—take a stovepipe 
hat, cut the top off, sew the umbrella on 
and that is it. 

There is a serf or slave caste on this coast. 
You buy a piece of land and you get 80 
many people with it. They go with the 
soil, and are given so much coarse grain 
each ddy. The average man is too poor in 
India to eat rice, though he raises it. Isaw 
lots of fat Brahmans but few beggars—guess 
they did not know I was coming. 


Told of Criminal Castes. 

I traveled for a while today with an old 
time English lawyer who has practiced for 
years here and makes his headquarters in 
Calicut: He was a character—has gout, is 
50 years old, and @ bachelor. Why,” said 
he, “ should I support another man’s daugh- 
ter“ -How he hates thle- country and the 
natives! But he cannot get away, too tied 
up. Said if he owned India he wae boil it 
in oll and set fire to it! 

He told me something of the 1 
criminal castes, of which I have read much.

AFFECTS ONLY BEST GRADES. 


Additions Expected to the Ranks of 
Hash Eaters, 


Housewives will stare at their meat market 
man with incredulity this morning when they 
are told they will have to pay 8 cents more a 
pound for their beefsteaks. 

The chances are they will call the butcher 
a pirate and a few more emphatic terms in- 
dicative of thelr moods, and the man in the 
white apron may have a warm time of it 
before he can satisfy them that he is not 
to blame. 

He will tell them that one of the „ 
jumps in beef prices within his knowledge 
was decreed on South Water street yester- 
day, and, in the absence of a satisfactory 
explanation from him, it is probable that a 
few more converts will be started on the road 
toward vegetarianism. 

The statements of the experts in connection 
with the unusual ifitrease say coolness un- 
usual for thie season of the year has led 
to an increased consumption of meat, and— 
for a reason that remains unstated—of the 
most expensive cuts, The consequence has 
beén a shortage in the supply of beef in the 
packers’ coolers, they say. 

Cattle Receipts Falling Off. 

In addition, the experts said there recently 
had been a falling off in the receipts of cattle, 
and there were rumors spread abroad that 
it will be a long time before the receipts in- 
crease sufficiently to enable the packers to 
restock their refrigerators. Thus, it was said 
the packers reached a conclusion that the 
public appetite for tender, thick and juicy 
steaks must be curbed. The rise in prices is 
the appetite réstrainer. 

Had the situation hot been extreme—it was 
said—had not the cool breezes aroused the 
appetite of normal man to an abnormal pitch 
and given it an extreme tendency in dhe 
direction of the porterhouse and sirloin, the 


increase might, have been made in the ordi- 


nary way, without the housewive getting 
wise unless she watched her accounts close- 
ly; that is, the increase would have been 
made by half-cent steps until the necessary 
height was reached, 


What the Increases Amount To. 

In the language of the trade the best grade 
of dreseed beef ribs and loins were increased 
2% and 8 cents a pound. The next best grade 
was increased % cent a pound, and the cost 
of the cheapest, or the third, was left un- 
changed. 

The wholesale prices of No. 1 riba were ad- 
vanced from 14 to 16% cents a pound, No. 2 
ribe were raised from 12% cents to 13 cents, 


and the third gradé remained at 6 cents. 
| No. 1 loins were “ boosted” from 16 to 19 


centa; and No. 2 loins were posted at 14% 
cents as contrasted with 18% cents two days 
ago. Nen the first two grades of. rounds 
were “bumped’’ from 9% and 8% cents to 
10 and 9 cents a pound. 

The cheaper classes of beef known as 
chucks and plates mercifully were left at 
their old prices, ranging from 7 down to 4 
cents.

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FIRE ADDS TO DISASTER. 


Two Passengers Among the Dead; 
Several Others May Die. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Sept. 4—Four perséns were 
killed and thirty-five others injured, several 
perhaps fatally, at midnight last night, when 
train No, ö, west bound, on the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad, known as the Royal Blue 
Limited, running between New York and 
Chicago, was wrecked at Chewton, Pa., 
forty-eight miles from this city. ’ 

The train ran into a broken rail, supposed 
to have been caused by train wreckers, and 
the engine, two Pullmans, and two day 
coaches were thrown from the track. The 
cars immediately took fire. 


Relief Trains Sent Out. 

Relief trains were sent to the scene from 
this city and New Castle, Pa., and the dead 
and injured taken to a hospital at New Castle. 

The engineer and fireman of the train were 
killed instantly, two passengers dying on the 
way to the hospital.

TWO UNIDENTIFIED PASSENGERS. 

C. Cavanaugh, boiler inspector for the road, 
was crushed and probably fatally injured.

The train was westbound from Pittsburg to 
Chicago, It was whirling along at fifty miles 
an hour when the engine suddenly jumped 
the track, and in a second the whole train 
had turned turtle into a deep ditch. 


All the Coaches Are Upset. 

All of the coaches turned over and the 
heavy Pullmans were turned completely up- 
side down. , 

Dis body was found in the wrecked cab. 
There had been no warning of an approach- 
ing wreck and he died in the cab. 

Wheatcroft was crushed to death ig the 
wreck of the baggage Car, which plowed over 
the tender of the engine. 

When the felief trains reached the scene 
the passengers had been taken out by per- 
sons who lived near the track. Passengers 
who were not injured helped in this work 
and tolled heroically. 

The Baltimore and Ohio company reported 
soon after the wreck that the derailing of 
the train was caused by wreckers. A state- 
ment was issued at the office that the track 
had been cut at a joint and that: the spikes 
had been removed from one length of the 
north fail, which was thrown to one side of 
the track. 

All the railroad detectives of the Pittsburg 
division were rushed to Chewton station, to 
take up the investigation.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 8.—[Special.]—In 
the knowledge of the government weather 
bureau officials the endurance of a tempera- 
ture of 117° Farenheit below zero is unique 
in the annals of human existence. Willis M. 
Moore, chief of the weather bureau, said to- 
night that as far as he knew the lowest tem- 
perature human beings have survived was 
experienced in north central Siberia, when 
the thermometer registered 80° below zero. 
Mr. Moore said it was therefore impossible 
to have any knowledge of what a man might 
suffer while living in a temperature chirty- 
seven degrees colder.

Contraction of Air an Aid. | 


It is possible that owing to the density of 
oxygen at such a temperature, produced by 
the contraction of the air, enotigh animal 
heat in the body may be stirred up to render 
a state of comparative comfort,“ said Prof. 
Moore. Should the air be quiet, with no 
wind or other disturbance to heighten the 
cold, the human being can possibly establish 
a local temperature of his own, but 117° 
Fahrenheit below zero is cold. We have 
had absolutely no means of knowing how 
such atmosphere would affect a human be- 
ing for any length of time.“ 

Prof. Henry J. Cox, professor of meteorol- 
ogy in charge of the Chicago office of the 
weather bureau, who is in Washington tem- 
porarily as a forecaster, hesitated to express 
any opinion as to the possibility of a person 
living long in @ temperature of 117° below 
‘pero. 2 

That is cold weather,“ said Prof. Cox, 
“and I consider that it would take a sturdy 
person to bear it long. However, only that

Have taken the matter up with the Otis company 
here, as well as other employers engaged in the 
building industry. 


Seek to Make Terms Today. 


An effort to reach a settlement of the dis- 
pute will be made today ata joint conference 
of union business agents of the new council 
and contractors involved in the strike on the 
La Salle and Blackstone hotels, the new 
buildings of the People’s Gaslight and Coke 
company and of Hart, Schaffner & Marx. 
The meeting will be held in the rooms of 
the Building Contractors’ council, 

At a meeting yesterday morning President 
Metz received drafts of two tentative agree- 
ments for establishing a joint arbitration 
board for the settlement of future jurisdic- 
tional disputes. One plan was formulated 
by the contractors’ council and the other wae 
presented by Ernest R. Graham of D. H. 
Burnham & Co., arohitects of the gas com- 
pany’s building. 

Both of the plans will be diecussed at to- 
day’s conference. Neither of them, how- 
ever, is acceptable to the union leaders, the 
contractors’ plan, it was said, being too 
volummous and the Burnham plan being 
considered ambiguous, 

The following clause in the Burnham 
plan was objected to by the union leaders: 

This plan shall apply to mechanics of the trades 
and their respective helpers’ organizations, pro- 
vided that this plan and agreement shall not be 
held or construed to abrogate or in any manner 
prejudice any agreement heretofore made for the 
ynexpired term thereof. 


Would Include Madden Contract. 

Officers of the Building Trades council 
hold that this would include; * Skinny ”’ 
Madden's agreement with the Otis company 
to furnish machinists as strikebreakeére 
against the elevator constructors, It is the 
Madden agreement that the union leaders 
demand shall be abrogated as a .condition 
of the settlement of the strike.

day or Wednesday. The action was taken 
after a spirited meeting, in which union 
orators endeavored to have the matter held 
open until the employés of the Railways com- 
pany on the north and west sides could settle 
their differences with President John M. 
Roach. 

President W. D. Mahon of the internationat 
union, in two speeches to the men, talked 
against arbitration, saying thai, the men 
could not tell what they might get were the 


| dispute to be arbitrated, and that he would 


prefer to see it settled outright. According to 
an understanding arrived at in the recent ne- 
gotiations, the dispute will go to arbitration 
if the offer of Mr. Fisher is rejected. 

The meeting developed considerable senti- 
ment against the Fisher suggestion, the crowd 
largely being made up of radicals. Con- 
servatives among the car men said they were 
glad of a chance to have the wage schedule 
passed on by each man in the south side unioca 
according to his conscience. 


Will Take Up West Side Case. 

The committee of union officials will meet 
this morning at 11 o'clock at the Briggs house 
to arrange to take up with President Roach 
of the Rallways company the resolution 
passed by the north and west side unionists 
calling for arbitration solely on the score of 
a raise in wages. 
Quinlan of the north and west side union 
spoke before the south side men, urging them 
to push their issue to a determination, some 
of the other members of the Rallways dele- 
gation who were present were disgruntled be- 
cause a referendum had been decided upon. 

„ We'll never wait for division 260 for two 
months again, said some of the north and 
west siders as they went downstairs, declar- 
ing that the south siders were on the road 
to desertion of them. 

The hall was a packed one and the men 
were emphatic if their opinions. These opin- 
ione were varied and ranged all the way from 
condemnation of the Fisher le to approval 
of it as the most practica¥le way out of 
the long dispute. 


2 Whole Matter Is Reviewed. 


The meeting opened by the reading of the 
report of the union committee, which dealt 
with the presidents of the traction companies 
and Mr. Fisher. Then the law of the interna- 
tional union, including the arbitration clause, 
was read. 

President Quinlan of the Rallways men 
made a speech which left free rein to the 
south siders to take any action they saw fit. 
He said that in his opinion it was the turn 
of the south siders to move, and that he saw 
no sense in keeping the matter in suspense 
any longer than was necessary. The north 
and west side men had made their moves 
the night before, he-explained.

Dark 
skinned, half clad natives trudging along 
loaded with burdens of sin, fruit, and jewelry, 
diamonds and pearls in their noses, and their 
ears full of them, and flowers in their black 
oiled hair. 


Enormous Sri-Rangam Temple. 

The great temple of Sri Rangam is enor- 
mous, the largest in India, and its halls and 
corridors of white were filled with red cos+ 
tumed Nack skins. I know now why I did 
not see any beggars in Malabar. They are 
all over here. At one place ifiside the temple 
walls I saw a long row of human misfits, 
writhing in the dust for alms. Some had no 
nose, some ho arms, etc., etc. If one could 
put them all together one might get three 
sound, complete men. 

The view from the roof of the Hall ofa 
Thousand Columns is impressive. The great 
gateways of the various temple walls remind 
me of the pylons seen from the top of old 
Karnak. 
truck for the country visitor to the festival. 
The symbol. of Vishnu is everywhere seen. 
even the two temple elephants are painted 
and the cocoanut trees of the island are 
ringed alternately white and red. 

After all, the chief interest of this temple 
Hes in the fact that it is thoroughly alive, it 
It is said 
that 20,000 live in or about the temple and 
are more or less dependent on it for support. 
In the entrance to the temple are some in- 
teresting monoliths, some being over forty 
feet in height and used to support the roof, 
which is also made of stones of large size: 
one of these was about thirty feet in length 
and eight feet thick. The monoliths which 
support the roof of the Hal! of a Thousand 
Columns are of granite and eighteen feet in 
height. Some of these pillars are wonder- 
fully carved, representing men on horses, 
spearing tigers. After one has passed 
through several gateways of the temple, one 
finally comes to a passage leading to the 
sanctuary of the god. Here on the lintel isa 
little sign which reads, Mohammedans, 
Christians, and other low castes are not per- 
mitted to enter.“ 


Devil Temple Terrible Place. 

After an hour at the temple I returned, 
stopping on the way back to visit a devil 
temple on the island, sacred to Kali, the 
terrible wife of Shiva, a sort of ghost wor- 
ship. Here were seven gigantic stone devils 
of assorted sizes and a shrme in their midst, 
in front of which is a small stone bull, which 


animals. Nearby is a great iron spear set 
upright, on which the victims are fmpaled. 

Southern India especially is filled with 
such devilish shrines as these. Devils, bulls, 
‘cobras, horses, elephants, and rude images, 
trees, stone lingams, etc. A savage and 
bloody worship is that of the lower castes. 
Then, passing more pilgrims chanting .the 
name of their god, I returned to the Shiva 
templé. 

The Shiva temple is at the fort, a lofty 
rock rearing its head up out of the plain, 
with 200 steps, white painted and striped 
red, leading to the top. These steps are 
either hewn in the rock or are built in. They 
are covered by a stone passageway and the 
approach is by a long, lefty, stone covered 
vestibule, with stone elephants. and other 
carvings. 

Rock Fort Historic Site. 

This old rock fort has seen some interesting 
ecenes. Near its base is the house in which 
Clive once lived. The steps leading to the 
top witnessed a terrible disaster about sixty 
years ago. A great crowd gathered to wor- 
ship the fat, chubby elephant god, Ganesh. 


Along the way up and on top are various 
shrines, including a stable fer the gayly 
painted elephants, which eabh day bring 
water for the gods. The view from the top 
is wonderful; a wide panorama of fertile 
plain, crowned with palms, the wide sandy 
bed of the wide river, and far away blue 
hills, and to the north the palm clad island 
of Sri Rangam, up out of the verdure of 
which the gigantic gatewdys of the two great 
temples rear their lofty heads, now, from a 
distance, even more suggestive of Karnak.

Trichy, as they pall it, stinks; in short, it 18 
a typical Indian town, and it is dirty and 
run down at the heel, and has open sewers 
in front of the shops, which are palm roofed, 
mud walled hovels. In these are long rows 
of traders, with their few wares spread on 
arag. With two dollars one can open a 
shop in India. 

With twenty dollars one could open a de- 
partment store. The lamp posts are all of 
stone, so the natives won't steal them and 
use them for flrewood. The railway makes 
fences of old railway’rails; good fences, too; 
they will not burn and you cannot carry 
them off. Dinner at 7 o'clock. The dining 
room is big, airy, well furnished. Somebody 
has done well; there have been brains at 
work. But the dinner ig just the same— 
tough and tasteless—native cooks and native 
butlers. 


Comfortable Train at Last. 


At about 7:30 I take the train for Tanjore. 
It is a vestibule corridor train, the first I 
have seen in India. It carries a dining car 
and you can get to it without waiting for 
the train to stop, and it has electric lights and 
fans. It is the Colombo mail train. 

The arrangement of the berths or sofas is 
neat. Each compartment bas drop tables. 
wash basin; and the sofa berth is arranged 
so it can be shoved apart in the middle and 
used as a double seat. The second berth is 
a drop shelf, which is folded up in the day- 
time and at night hangs about a foot over 
the end of the first one; thus it is only three 
feet from the floor. This is a mall train and 
is supposed to make time. Well, from Trich- 
inopoly to lanjore, no stops, is thirty-one 
miles. It took (schedule time) just seventy 
minutes. 

And here I am at Tanjore in the upstairs 
rest room. It is a big, lofty room and looks 
clean and has a big punkah and an electric 
fan, plenty of good furniture, neat'iron beds 
with clean mosquito curtains, electric light, 
lots of windows, clean matting on the floor, 
a big bathroom and a real tub again, the 
best I have seen yet.

MURDER CHARGED ATINOUEST 


* 


Boys Say Painter Who Died in a 
Police Cell Was Slugged. 


TURNED FROM A HOSPITAL. 


Widow and Union Members Censure 
Bluecoats and Physicians. 


The story of a probable murder was re- 
vealed yesterday at the coroner's inquest in 


| the cage of Andrew Sago, who died of a frac- 


tured skull in a cell in the Woodlawn police 
station Aug. 23. It developed that the man 
had been slugged by one or two persons in 
front of a store at 140 Fifty-sixth street. 
Relatives and friends of Sago complained at 


1 the inquest that physicians at the Washing- 


ton Park hospital refused to treat the injured 
man, alleging that he was only intoxicated. 
After he was sent back from the hospital to 
the police station he died. Sago lived at 2562 
Haleted street. 

Two boys told the police of the Woodlawn 
station that they had seen Sago slugged and 
the coroner’s inquest was postponed to per- 
mit a more thorough investigation. Thetwo 
boys gave a description of two men and a 
woman, one of whom struck Sago and 
knocked him into the street. 


Censures Police and Doctors. 

Dr. Oliver Donaldson said that Sago’s 
death was caused by a fractured skill. The 
hospital physicians did not appear at the 
inquest to explain why they had turned him 
back to the police as a plain drunk. 

“My husband was not intoxicated,” said 
“In twenty years I have 
never seen him drink to excess, and a short 
time before he was attacked he talked with 
me in Jackson park and was perfectly sober. 
The police showed extreme carelessnese in 
waiting until my husband was dead before 
they found out how he was hurt and allowing 
the guilty ones to escape. The hospital au- 
thorities showed incompetency in turning out 
an injured patient with the statement to the 
police that he was drunk and not worthy of 
a room in the institution.” 


Painters’ Union Is Interested. 

Sago was a member of Painters’ union No. 
194 and of the Royal Arcanum, Many of his 
fellow workmen and lodge members at- 
tended the inquest and expressed their dis- 
satisfaction with the action of the police 
and the hospital physicians. 

Attorney Gabriel J. Norden, employed by 
the Painters’ union, questioned the witnesses 
and following the taking of testimony en- 
gaged in a tilt with Lieut. James Monahan 
of the Woodlawn police, in which he charged 
the police official with handling, the oa 
negligently. 

“The men on the patrol wagon should 
have investigated the affair and either 
made arrests or notified their super lors, the 
attorney told Lieut. Monahan. 

„Sago was murdered and the police are 
unable to apprehend his murderers,’’ declared 
A. C. Anderson, a member of the Painters’ 
unlon. The Washington Park hospital in 
making a hasty examination hastened the 
man’s death It is a strange case and one 
that should be thoroughly investigated by 
his friends“ . 

After some wrangling among the jurors 4 
verdict was returned that the man had died 
as the result of being assaulted and recom- 
mended to the police that the search for the 
man's assailant be resumed.

Aurora, II., Sept. 3. [Special. }-/The rivalry 
between the fire departments of the towns 
of Sandwich and Plano today resulted in the 
death of Bert Foster, a member of the Piano 
brigade. He was the victim of illness brought 
on by @ water battle at Plano on the 
‘Fourth of July, when the two departments 
picked their champions and the two teams 
attempted to drown each other out with 
streams of water thrown by their engines. 

Foster was not the only victim of the bitter 
contest, as none of the five others who took 
part in it has recovered full strength, and 
all are threatened with serious results. 

The death of Foster is made more tragic 
because of the fact his wife, a bride of but a 
few months, lies dangerously fll with appen- 
dicitis. She has not been told of her hus- 
band’s death. 


Departments Are Old Rivals. 

The water battle was a feature of the 
Fourth of July festivities at Plano. The vol- 
uhteer fire departments of the two towns had 
been bitter rivais for years. They had met 
in speed dashes, ladder climbing and ail sorts 
of fire fighting tests, and the championship 
still was in doubt when some one suggested 
the battle as the means of showing which de- 
partment possessed the gamest men. 

Both towns selected their best three men 
for the contest, Piano taking Foster 
Ernst Ode and Ernst Thurow, while Sand- 
wich sent over to the rival town as its rep- 
resentatives James Leydon, Louis Lindner 
and Robert Francis. 

The battle was widely advertised about the 
surrounding country, and when the two 
teams faced each other in the public square 
at Plano there was an enormous crowd sur- 
rounding it, with every window filled by 
spectators. The backers of the two teams 
hed bet heavily on the outcome, and Samuel 
Normandin, sheriff of Kendall county, acted 
as umpire to enforce fair play. 


Nozzles in Rivals’ Face. 

The men lined up in pairs, each with the 
nozzle of his weapon full in the face of his 
opponent, the umpire gave the starting word, 
and the streams of water were turned on in 
full force, 

The force of the water at such close range 
staggered all at first, and it seemed the tilt 
would be short lived. The men rallied gal- 
lantly, however, and came back to their 
marks. The water cannonade continued 
second after second, and minute after minute, 
and finally an hour had passed and still no 
one had yielded, now and then a combatant 
had gasped out suffocatingly, but seemingly 
spurred himself to more endurance. 

Just as the hour was passed Foster stag- 
gered, regained his footing, and then col- 
lapsed and pitched forward unconscious on 
his face. The crowd had tired by this time, 
and when Foster fell, cried forahalt. Sheriff 
Normandin ordered the struggle stopped, de- 
claring it a draw. 


Foster Dies After Relapse. 

Foster was picked up and taken to the home 
of a Plano physician for tredtment and the 
crowd dispersed, promising itself that the 
battle “ would go to a finish next time.” 

Foster seemingly recovered in a few days, 
only to sink beneath a stroke of paralysis 
a short time later. He was recovering, it was 
believed, when the others who had fought 
began to droop and lose their strength. 

Several days ago he had 4 relapse, how- 
ever, and sank rapidly. Everything was 
done for him known to medical science, but 
his powers of resistance were gone and he 
fell into a stupor that ended in death.

Chicago Man Keeps His Valuable Orders 
In an Offiee Case.

Milward Adams, the most decorated Chi- 
cagoan, hag just been created a Knight of 
the Golden Cross of the Order of Our Savior 
by his majesty King George II. of Greeoe. 
The diploma of knighthood and the jewel 
of the order were received by Mr. Adams 
yesterday and were given in acknowledg- |, 
ment of his services to the Grecian govern- 
ment as consul general for that country, « 
position which he has held for the last year. | 

Four times previously Mr. 
been decorated by foreign powers for serv- 
joes rendered, and he now has the distinction 
of having had conferred on him the highest 
orders of France, Belgium, Portugal, and 
Greece, besides an Order of Tunis, which is 
a colonial dependency of France. 


His Many Orders. 

He is an officer of the Legion of Honor of 
France, he has the decoration of the Order 
of Leopold of Belgium, and is commander of * 
the Merit Industrial of Portugal and is an 
officer of Nichan Iftikhar of Tunis, besides 
the recently acquired knighthood of the Gold- 
en Cross of the Order of the Savior ot Greece. 

The latest order is a handsome embiem 
consisting of a white enameled Greek cross 
surrounded by a wreath of laurel in green 
enamel and surmounted by a golden crown. 
On the face of the cross is a medallion min- 
fature of the Savior in gold and colored 
enamel and on the reverse side is a medai- 
lion bearink the Greek cross in white on a 
held of dark green.

Although state department officials are reti- 
cent on the subject, it is known that the 
course of St. Petersburg in demanding equal 
representation in the loan with Great Britain, 
Germany; France, and the United States is 
not favorably regarded because the Russians, 


it is said, have no real basis for such demand. 


Some time ago it wae intimated that Rus- 
glas action may have been inetigated by out- 
side interests opposed to the distribution of 
the loan. 


France May Cause Setback. 

The statement from Peling that France 18 
seeking a degree of equality with the other 
three nations in the financial affairs of 
Chine, it is feared, may still further com- 
plicate matters. According to the agree- 
ment France was to receive equal share 
with the other nations in the loan and was 
also to be permitted to furnish its proportion 
of the materials used in the construction of 
the railroad. 

It was not, however, to receive equal bank- 
ing facilities with the others and was not 
given the privilege of designating one of the 
chiefs of engineers. It is believed that France 
has increased its demands so ag to include 
the two privileges, which are regarded as of 
importance.

continues to be a subject of tiresome nego- 
tiation between the vatican and the Italian 
government, 


to its last resting place some years after his 
death the translation was carried out at night 
and with all possible secrecy. In fact, the 
authorities at the vatican had failed to notify 
the Italian government about the matter, and 
owing to thie no adequate steps were taken 
for the protection of the cortége. 

The result was that the hoodlums and the 
anarchists of the Eternal City, who had 
learned of what was about to take place, at- 
tacked the procesgion, hissing and hooting, 
pelted the hearse with stones and mud, and 
were on the point of hurling it into the river 
when they were dispersed by the police, who 
had been summoned in haste. 

The gov having been f@everely 
blamed both in Maly and abroad for having 
failed to protect the body of Pius IX. from 
the indignities to which it was subjected, is 
determined that nothing of the kind sha 
ocour again and accordingly has notified the 
vatican that when the body of Leo XIII. is 
removed to the Lateran it will line the entire 
distance from the basilica to St. Peter’s with 
troops, adding that the latter will render 
royal honors to the body as it passes.

While adi: of course, assures thé safety of 


the part of the populace, the papal authori- 
ties hesitate about the acceptance thereof on 
the ground that for the government thus to 
participate with the church In the obsequies 
of a pontif? would be construed not only in 
Italy but more especially abroad as an in-

Although the book is not of extraordinary 
artistic excellerice, it is far from negligible 
in this respect, and often has some quality 
about it which may, perhaps, best be defined 
as lovely.

At 
times the reader almost trembles for fear 
that it will degenerate into the absurd; but 
en instinctive taste saves the author from 
this offense, and, while the volume is not so 
moving a thing as the writer may have felt 
it to be, it ie not too much to say that it will 
linger in the mind when matiy other suffi- 
ciently enjoyable books are forgotten.

Four additional volumes of Henry James 
novels and tales have appeared with the 
imprint of Scribners’. They are THE AM- 
BASSADORS” (two volumes) and “ THE 
GOLDEN BOWL " (two volumes). Although 
these novels are comparatively recent prod- 
ucts, Mr. James has, nevertheless, reviewed 
them with his usual surprise and interest, 

„or, rather, ana- 
tytic introductions of length. As one reads 
the introductions, which preface all the vol- 
umes of this imposing edition—the only 
spontaneous things which James has done of 
late years—one is more and more impressed 
with the vitality which James’ creations 

for him. Although it is frequent- 
—— even by admirers of James, that 
his characters biur into each other, like the 
features of a distant landscape, so that one 
hardly can be told from another, yet to their 
author they maintain a distinct personal es- 
sence and a widely different motive and des- 
tiny. However, though James has peopied 
his world with fictional characters, which 
are to him as living and interesting as his 
real acquaintances, yet he views the proc- 
ésses by which they were created with a de- 
tached edmiration which is both naive and 
amazing. Mr. James’ delight in his own 
processes of workmatiship is enviable, in- 
deed, and the sublime impudence of his own 
commendation, of himself would shock every 
admirer away from him were it not that he 
seems, after all, humble before his own at- 
tainments. He is in the attitude of one who 
returns thanks for his inspirations, and who 
is obliged, in the interests of art and con- 
sistency, to applaud them. The attitude is 
unique, to say the least, and it is easily imag- 
fnable that in those periodie revivais of 
James, which will stir the literary world from 
time to time in the years to come, this posi- 
tion of reverence before the altar on which 
James has laid many offerings will be re- 
garded with satiric delight.
